Rule 64B8-10.003, FAC – Costs for Reproducing Medical Records ............................2 24 
At the last meeting, Cynthia Henderson, Esquire, addressed the Committee regarding the costs 25 
that can be charged for reproduction of electronic medical records.  She addressed the 26 
Committee again regarding her request.  She advised that HIPAA requires all electronic medical 27 
records be reviewed.   28 
 29 
Mr. Tellechea presented proposed language for the Committee to review.   30 
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 1 
Jon Pellett, Esquire addressed the Committee and stated the Board did not have the authority to 2 
charge different prices to different entities.  He indicated there are entities that work on behalf of 3 
the government that request medical records and would be charged the higher price.  4 
 5 
Mr. Mullins pointed out that often times attorney’s request medical records on behalf of the 6 
patient and then that cost is passed on to the patient.   7 
 8 
Mr. Tellechea advised one rate for all requestors would simplify rule or the Committee had to 9 
option to strike the rule and rely on the statute which requires the actual cost to duplicate the 10 
medical record.   11 
 12 
Brigitte Goersch, Consumer Member present at the meeting, addressed the Committee. She 13 
suggested staff find out what other state medical boards allow physicians to charge for 14 
duplication of medical records.   15 
 16 
A motion was made, seconded and carried unanimously to agree to move forward with one rate 17 
for all requesting entities.   18 
 19 
Another motion was made, seconded and carried unanimously to ask Ms. Dudley to look into 20 
rates being charged by other entities and report back at the next meeting.   21 
 22 
Dr. Nuss also suggested looking at the cost difference in producing paper copies versus 23 
electronic copies.   24

Action taken: Moving forward to a one rate charge; conduct research on costs and report back at 26 
next meeting  27

Rule 64B8-15.002, FAC – Introduction (Standards for Certification of Foreign Medical  29
